When the road dries out the robot 
salted particles start their most spec- 
tacular road repair work, creeping 
up from the deeper parts of the road 
and forming a soluble cement to 
bind together the surface particles. 
This prevents the road from drying 
out rapidly and keeps down dust. 

These roads, Prof. Ries said, re- 
quire far less maintenance than old 
type gravel roads and are much less 
expensive to build than macadam.

Dr. E. F. George, and Dr. Florence 
Robertson of Texas Technological 
College think they have discovered 
a way of forecasting the weather with 
the aid of the earth’s magnetic field 
alone... They usé a magnetometer— 
an instrument that measures the 


magnetic intensity of the earth. So], 


far as West Texas is concerned, they 
report this startling fact to the 
American Physical Society: 

In about 95 per cent of the cases 
observed, a high magnetometer is 
followed by bad weather (rain, snow, 
slect, hail, thunder, lightning, sand 
s.orms, dust storms, violent winds, 
cold waves, etc.). In the majority 
of cases the rise in the magnetometer 
came about a day in advance of the 

verse weather change. 

In about 57 per cent of the cases 
observed, a low barometer is fol- 
lowed @y bad weather. The falling 
barometer, when it occurred, preceded 
the bad weather by a much shorter 
interval of time than the high baro- 
meter. 

And so the two invesiigators con- 
clude that the barometer can be 
dispensed with and the much more 
delicate magnetometer relied upon. 

Weather Bureau officials view all 
this with skepticism. There was once 
a magnetic station on Mount Weather, 
Va. Meteorologists used it to dis- 
cover any such relationship as that 
reported by Drs. George and Robert- 
son. ‘They could find none. The

Cover Wide Range 


MONTREAL, —- The virtues of the 
dandelion are extolled by an editor 
in The Gazette. He is silent on the 
subject of the good green grass 
which the dandelion kills out and on 
the ugly scene after the weed has 
done its work of reproducing itself 
in every place where it can gain 
fothold, 200 flowers in one! 

Yet, credit where credit is due, 
and to quote the editor: 

“Our forefathers had a much: 
higher opinion of the dandelion in 
a general way than we have, though 
we may know more about the intri- 
cate working of its arrangements 
than they did. By them the dande- 
lion was used as a medicine, a ve- 
getable, and a salad, and greatly es- 
teemed for all, but especially for the 
first-named, 

“Dandelion tea was once consid- 
ered a panacea for ills, such as 
fevers and liver troubles, and as a 
general tonic found many to recom- 
mend it. Dandelion leaves, used as 
‘greens,’ have never quite gone out 
of favor. Country people still cook 
and eat them in the Springtime, 
when other vegetables are scarce. 
Dandehon beer is a rustic, ferment- 
ed drink familiar to many. 

“The thick tap-root of the dande- 
lion when ground has often done 
duty for ‘coffee’ making, and if 
washed whole and then ground it 
is said to be almost indistinguish- 
able from the genuine article. In 
fact, so many are the uses of the 
dandelion that the stcry is told that 
once, when Minorca was suffering 
from famine through the depreda- 
tions of locusts’the inhabitants were 
able to eke out an existence for a 
time by the aid of the dandelion 
plants that abounded on the island.”

GERALD SMITH, 
MARMORA, KILLED . 
OILING MACHINE 


A fatal accident occurred on Sun- 


day morning, June 21st, in Deloro, 
when Gerald Smith, 27, of Marmora, 
was killed while operating an air 
compressor for the Centaur Gold Mine 
Company. The tragedy, which is be- 
lieved to have occurred at 2 a. m. 
when Smith was caught in the drive 
belt of the machine he was operat- 
ing. One arm was completely severed 
a few inches above the elbow, several 
ribs were broken and the chest bone 
crushed. The body was discovered 4- 
pout four hours after death, which is 
believed to have been instantaneous, 
by William Goodcaild, of Eldorado, 
an employee of the Deloro Smelting 
and Refining Company. Smith was 
lying face downward on the floor of 
the compressor room, a small lean-to 
against a building belonging to the 
Deloro Company, with ome arm out- 
stretched and the other lying about 
four feet from the body. The theory 
is that while oiling the macaines he 
was caught and carried around by the 
drive belt and crushed against the 
motor pulley before being flung out- 
ward and down to the floor.

.FORT ERIE, Ont.—‘We on this 
international border recognize each 
other’s failings, but we don’t view 
them with distrust,” said George L. 
Grobe, Buff*o, as delegates of the 
Associated Countrywomen of the 
World gathered at the centre of 
Peace Bridge here: recently. 

“After all, we have earned the 
right to understand. each other 
through sharing each other’s prob- 
lems.

Most comet hunters are amateurs, 
for the reason that professional as- 
tronomers are, as a rule, busy with 
work which they consider more im- 
portant. The amateur uses.a tele- 
scope of low power and rather wide 
field, With this he slowly sweeps a 
section of the sky, then raises or 
lowers the instrument slightly and 
répeats the process. He may spend 
hours at this task. If he spies a 
fuzzy patch o' light he stops and ex- 
emines it closely. It may be a nebu- 
la; he consults a sky chai to find 
out. If there is no nebula there, his 
pulse beat begins to quicken. 

But he does not jump at conclu- 
sions. He knows that if the object 
is a comet it must be moving among 
the stars, so he watches it for an 
hour or more. Mr. Peltier is said 
to have studied his newest comet 
from 9.39 p.m. until 2.30 a.m. before

Help For Cheese 


Experiments 


J te ee 


Official announcement is made 
from Toronto that $100,000 has 
raised, under guarantee of the pro- 
vincial and federal departments of 
agriculture, to enable the Ontario 
Cheese Patrons’ Association to fin- 
ance an experiment in export. The 
1 ws seems a little belated, for the 
secretary of the association pur- 
chased a large quantity of colored 
cheese on the Delta board  recent- 
ly. In Woodstock he discussed 
the situation with the Sentinel- 
Review, mentioning the sum avail- 
able from-the government, ‘which did 
not seem to be a secret at all, 
Evidently Hon. Duncan Marshall has 
been holding out on the newspaper 
boys at the Buildings. 

Anyway, the proposition is famil- 
iar to patrons thoughout the province, 
especially those who attended the pro- 
vincial convention in Kingston last 
January. There it was decided to try 
direct marketing to the Old Country 
and seek provincial aid in the financ- 
ing. Dr. J. H. Grisdale, who had been 
over On a scouting expedition, report- 
ed that owing to control measures 
instituted in the dairy industry in 
Britain, great quantities of milk had 
been diverted to factory cheese, and 
the farm cheddar of which the Bri- 
tish public is so fond yas being pro- 
duced in greatly reduced volume. It 
commands a good price, and it was 
felt here that with proper care and 
selection a quality of Canadian ched- 
dar could be sent over that would 
capture a fair share of the profitable 
market which in part has been vacat- 
ed. Certain factories were to manu- 
facture under special instructions. 

The British market is not parti- 
cularly strong at present. The Liver- 
pool quotation of 67 shillings for 
colored is the equivalent of about 13 
cents overseas, and that is for old 
cheese, whereas the new make is 
bringing about that. much at home. 
But as Mr. Joss, secretary of the 
patrons’ association, pointed out in 
interview here recently, there are 
factors in the European situation 
which seem to point to increased de- 
mand for Canadian cheese before 
long. Then there is the substantial 
report to the United States during 
the months since the trade agreement 
went into effect and, in addition, the 
possibility of capturing in Britain 
the place hitherto filled by domestic 
cheese of farm make. Incidentally, 
the patrons’ association now has’ an 
agen. in the United Kingdom, though 
he has not had time as yet to build 
up connections with the trade—and 
it will likely take a lot of time, for 
the Old Country to trade_is conserva- 
tive and disinclined to experiment. 

It is not the first trial, for the 
markets branch at Toronto sponsored 
a shipment several years ago, part 
of it from Oxford. About the result 
there has always been a_ certain 
amount of mystery, but the depart- 
ment seems to have assumed the in- 
,idental expense. If the present ex- 
periment encounters favorable con- 
ditions and works out well, it will be 
good business for the patrons’ asso- 
ciation, which is still more or less 
on trial with the producers; and no 
matter what the result, the experi- 
ence will be of interest and of some 
value to the Canadian Cheese in- 
dustry.— Woodstock Sentinel-Review.

IN CHINA 


Throughout the great hinterland 
Caina, there are very few o* what 
might be termed roads. As a case in 
point, outside of the main cities, bas| 
practically no really hard surfaced 
roads and a relative scarcity of even 
dirt highways. During the past decade 
the Government of Central China has 
been working on a highway develop- 
ment scheme and today there are ap- 
proximately 56,000 miles of  eitaer 
dirt or macadamized roads in the 
country. This absence of proper high- 
ways has been one of the major ob- 
stacles to the greater use of motor 
cars in China. Total imports for the 
last three years into China proper 
amounteg to 9,280, principally from 
\the United States. Great Britain was 
the next largest contributor followed 
- by Italy, Germany, France and Can- 
ada.

Fire-fighters draw 15 cents per 
nour when they are boarded ang 20 
cents an hour when they supply their 
own food. At this rate relief recip- 
jents were enjoying considerably in- 
creased “purchasing power. 

Under this new plan, increased fires 
will mean no additional earning pow- 
er but.considerably increased labor, 
and consequently is expected to dis- 
courage those who ‘would burn the 
forests for a few extra dollars.

FIELDS O 
FEARED EXHAUSTED 


Forecasting, at best, would seem 
to be a rather precarious business. 
Ten years ago the president of the 
Chamber of Mines, Johannesburg, 
South Africa, on the occasion of the 
fortieth anniversary of the proclama- 
tion of the famous gold fields of the 
Transvaal, hinted that when the fif- 
tieth anniversary arrived, there woul, 
be little left to celebrate. Today, with 
the premium on gold and new mining 
it is felt the exhaustion 
point for ore reserves 2as been place 
so far into the future it is now only 
a matter of more academic interest. 
Mine owners are working the lower 
grade ores while the high price of 
gold holds up, thus retaining the 
higher grade ores in reserve. The 
Transvaal gold fields produced 10,- 
564,904 fine ozs., in 1935, about the 
same as 1934, from 44,234,650 tons of 
ore milled but due to igher values

One hundred years ago this mon’h 
Canada imported the first locomotive 
to operate in this country. It. was 


known officially as’ tic Dorchester 
and it drew two passenger cars on) 


the opening run of the Champlain 
and St. Lawrence Railway on July 21, 
1836. The Champlain and St. Law- 
rence has long since lost its identity 
having been swallowed up by the 
Grand Trunk, now in turn an inte;ral 
part of the Canadien National Rail- 
ways. The Dorchester was known fa- 
miliarly to all the staff of the pion- 


leer road as the Kitten on account of

After 
nearly twenty years of service on this 
road the Dorchester was fitted with

The Dorchester weighed five and 
one-half tons. A“ Hudson engine, with 
tender, weighs 331 tons. 

The speeq of the Dorchester never 
exceeded twenty miles an hour draw- 
ing @ light load. The Hudson is cap- 
able of maintaining a speed of more 
than four times that rate. The Dor- 
chester carried one punucheon of wa- 
ter (84 gallons) and one cord of wood 
in a small car behind the engine. The 
Hudson carries 14,000 gallons of wa- 


‘ter and twenty tons of coal. 


The two driving wheels of the Dor- 
chester had a diameter of twenty 
inches; the diameter of the eight 
driving wheels of the Hudson engine 
is eighty inches.

St. Lawrence were of wood to which 
were spiked flat iron bars 2 1-2 inches 
wide and.3-8 inch thick. The spikes 
were placed two feet apart and these 
spikes used to cause damage to 
wheels and tragys This curling of the 
iron flanges gave this type of rail 
the name of “Snake Rail” by which 
it was commonly known among rail- 
way men for many years.
